Interpleader Proceedings under the 


act of May 20, 1S97, P. L 95 


Section 1. When personal property 


levied on or seized by the sheriff is 
el imed by any person or persons other 
than the defendant or defendants, and 
the notice of claim to the sheriff is ac- 
companied with the affidavit of the 
claimant, or socne one in his behalf, 
that he is the owner of said property, 
the sheriff shall enter a rule in the 
prothonotary's office, on the claimant, 
to show cause why an issue should not 
be framed to determine the ownership 
of said property, and he shall file with 
the rule the notice and affidavit of the 
claimant. 


Section 3 
The sheriff shall serve a 


copy of said rule on each of the parties 
or on their attorneys, and the prothon- 
otary shall make the rule absolute, un- 
less, within ten days after service, the 
plaintiff shall file an answer resisting 
an issue, or shall relinquish his lien, 
or the claimant shall relinquish his 
claim to the property. 


Section 3. If an answer be filed the 


court shall fix a time for hearing the 
parties, and after hearing, shall dis 
charge the rule or award an issue. 


Section 4. If the claimant fails to 


file the statement required by law 
within two weeks after the rule is 
made absolute the sheriff shall pro- 
ceed with the execution. 


Section 5. As soon as the affidavit 


required by the act of assembly is 
filed by the defendant, the case shall 
be placed by the prothonotary at the 
head of the next civil list for trial.

PRINCIPLES OF JEFFERSON 


Must Be Revived, Declare* William J*n- 


nlnjrs Bryan. 


Acting on the oft-repeated assertion 


that the Republicans have deserted 
the principles of iincolu, and thai the 
Democrats must take them up or see 
them perish, prominent Democrats 
from all over the country gathered at 
Columbus, 0., on Tuesday to celebrate 
Lincoln's birthday and to discuss th» 
future of the Democratic party. 
It 


was the first banquet and celebration 
of the kind ever held 


The affair was under the auspices of 


the Jefferson-Jackson-Lincoln League, 
a state organization, of which Coi - 
gressman John J. Lentz is president. 


Naturally the general interest was 


in the banquet and symposium in tbe 
evening, but there was profound curi- 
osity among politicians regarding tbe 
conference during the afternoon. 


Present at this assemblage were 


William J. Bryan, ex-Senator Charles 
A Towne, ex Governor John P. Alt- 
geld; Congressman John J. Lentz,0hic; 
David De Armond, Missouri; John F 
Shafroth, Colorado; J. S. King, Utah; 
ex-Governor Osborne, Wyoming; Na- 
tional Committeeman Willis J. Abbott, 
New York; Alexander Troup, New 
Haven, Conn ; N. Gottlieb, Joseph Mar- 
tin, Chicago, and 300 men of note from 
various parts of Ohio and other states 


In response to a query as to the re- 


organization of the Damocratic party, 
Mr. Bryan said 


"Democrats are not engaged in talk- 


ing reorganization. That talk comes 
from some of those 'former Democrats' 
who are able to air their views through 
Republican newspapers. 
Democrats 


who have been faithful to their party 
principles find no time to discuss reor- 
ganization." 


There was unanimous sentiment in 


favor of organizing a national associ- 
ation of the Jefferson-Jackson-Lincoln 
League. It was decided to hold a na- 
tional convention in Buffilo during the 
exposition. Editor Norman E Mack, 
of the Buffalo Times was appointed 
chairman of ways and means to pro- 
vide for the convention. 


Eighteen hundred Democrats were 


guests at the dollar dinner which fol- 
lowed the conference. The galleries 
opened to the public at 50 cents a seat 
and they were comfortably filled. The 
decorations were not especially elabo- 
rate, but were unique. Congressman 
John J Lentz was toastmaster and ex 
Governor John P. Altgeld and William 
J. Bryan were the principal speakers. 


In responding to the toast' 'Jefferson" 


Mr Bryan said, in part: "Never has 
this nation been more in need than it 
is to-day of an earnest and thorough 
revival 
of 
Jeffersonian 
principles. 


While other statesmen, appearing at 
different crises and meeting the respon- 
sibilities of their respective times have 
made partial application of Democratic 
principles, Jefferson is the only ore 
who formulated a Democratic code, ap- 
p'icable to all times, all situations and 
all people. 


"He was called a demagogue by his 


enemies, and yet he exhibited a moral 
courage which none of his detractors 
have ever possessed, and in behalf of a 
righteous principle he would oppose 
the world 


"At th s time, when the money 


changers are in absolute control of tbe 
government 
and are shaping 
the 


nation's financial policy in their own 
interest without regard for the welfare 
of the people at large, we need to recall 
Jefferson's scathing arraignment of 
those who demand the surrender into 
their hands of the sovereign functions 
of government "

HAJIBISBUBG, February 12.—Chair- 


man Rilling, of the Democratic state 
committee, arrived here yesterday and 
at once proceeded to line up the Demo- 
crats for party purposes. In discuss- 
ing the subject of legislation and the 
duty of Democrats during this session 
of the legislature, among other things, 
he said: 


"The most important matter before 


the present legislature is the ballot 
reform bill. From all parts of Penn- 
sylvania comes the cry, 'Give us an 
horest election law.' The Democratic 
party made its contest mainly on this 
issue. The independent Republicans, 
both press and people, strongly advo- 
cated it, the Republicans have put it 
in their platform and Senator Quay 
has made a strong personal pledge in 
favor of it, and Governor Stone has 
recommended it in his message. 


"Yet, notwithstanding the great im- 


portance and universal demand for 
this matter, a month has gone by 
since the meeting of the legislature, 
and yet we fiad practically nothing 
done toward meeting this great de- 
mand of the people. To be sure, Sena 
tor Flinn has introduced a bill in the 
senate, but the same sweetly sleeps in 
the committee with no prospect, at 
present, of having its slumber dis- 
turbed. 
Why has this matter been 


neglected ? 


"It has been possible to pass other 


bills and take up matters of minor im- 
portance, whue this necessary meas- 
ure receives no attention whatever," 
continued Mr. Rilling. 
"A bill has 


passed both the house and 
senate 


and been signed by the governor 
erecting a new court in Philadel- 
phia. 
Without commenting on the 


merits of that measure, which are the 
people of Philadelphia in greater need 
of, another court or an honest ballot 
law? What good will it do to pro- 
vide a court to determine judicial mat- 
ters when the honor and fair name of 
the city of Philadelphia is disgraced 
by the present dishonest voting sys- 
tem? Was a new court more to be 
desired than a fair name ? The greater 
evil is let go, while the smaller one 
defended is hurriedly provided for. 


"And so with all the other measures 


that are being pushed along, they may 
have, and probably do, possess some 
merits, but as compared with an hon- 
est ballot law, they sink into insig- 
nificance.

ways and bridges of June 13, 1836; al- 
lowing an executor, administrator, 
guardian, assignee or trustee to in- 
stitute an action at law or other legal 
proceedings against a co-executor, ad- 
ministrator, 
guardian, assignee or 


trustee to recover or enforce any debt 
or obligation individually due the es- 
tate which he represents; conferring 
on the orphans' court having jurisdic- 
tion of the accounts of guardians, 
power to order and direct a mortgage 
or a public or private sale for the pay- 
ment of debts or for other purposes oi 
any lands lying partly in two counties 
an act relating to -verdicts and judg- 
ments in actions of ejectment and to 
regulateprocedure in such cases; fixing 
the term of office of notaries public an< 
regulating their appointment; house 
bill amending an act authorizing-cen 
tral boards of education in cities of tbe 
second class to establish and maintain 
schools for instruction in the mechanic 
arts and kindred subjects, in order to 
extend the provisions of theacttothir< 
class cities.

Printed th 


Plrttt Keiturij$ lii America. 


The first newspaper printed in th 


German language in America was th 
Philatlelphiscbe Zeituug, published b 
Benjamin Franklin "in the year 1732 
Tie Pennsylvania Gazette for Jun 
K-1D. 1732, contains the following an 
nouncetnent: 


"The Gazette will come out on Mon 


day uext anil continue to be publishe 
on Mondays. 


"And 
on the Saturday following wi 


be published Pbiladelpbische Zeitung 
or Newspaper in High Dutch, whlc 
will continue to be published on Satur 
days once a fortnight, ready to be de 
Hvered at Ten a Clock, to Country Sub 
scribers. Advertisements are taken i 
by the Printer hereof, or by Mr. Loui 
Timotbee. Language Master, who trans 
lates them." 


In undertaking this new enterpris 


Franklin expected to secure a llbera 
support from the German population o 
the province, for whom be had bee 
doing considerable printing, but In tb 
he was rlisappointcil. and the publica 
tion of the Zeitnng was discontinue 
after a 1'ew numbers had been issued. 


The Zeitung was a small sheet o 


four pages, B'/o by 9 inches, the tes 
printed in double columns with Roma 
type, and at the bottom of the fourt 
page bore the Imprint: "Philadelphia 
Gedruckt bey B. Francklin in de 
Marck-strasse. wo dlese Zcitungen vo 
5 Shillings des Jatrs zu bekommen 
und Advertisements zu bestellen sind. 
The first number was issued June 
1732, and the second "Sonnabend de 
24. Juni. 1732." The publication of tb 
Zeitung, therefore, antedates by seve 
years the Hoch-Deutscb Pennsylva 
nische Geschicht-Sehreiber, publishe 
by Christopher Saur.—Chicago Times 
Herald.

grandest funeral pageant in the history 
of recorded time is ended and has melt- 
ed into silence and night. Cre;ar re- 
turning to Rome rich with the gather- 
ed spoils of conquered nations, the 
dazzirg splendor of which crowned the 
Anpian Way, wculd not bear one mo- 
ment's comparison with the magnifi 
cent funeral pageant of the day just 
ended, though the kings and queens of 
barbarous nations which the Romans 
had captured were chained to the con- 
queror's chariot wheels. 


The tribute of grief to their dead 


queen brought out all London, not- 
withstanding the fisree pelting of a 
wintry storm that would have driven 
weaker love and loyalty to shelter, 
but the tough old British fibre made 
nothing of this; they were there in the 
performance of a sacred duty and they 
breasted the storm with thesame devo- 
tion that they would i,ave hastened to & 
marriage feast. 


It was a severe test of loyalty and 


love that bore without a murmur the 
fierce downpour of that pitiless storm, 
striking alike Great Britain's king and 
Germany's emperor, at the head of that 
royal cavalcade, and the unkempt ccs" 
lei-monger from Whitechape), St. Giles 
or The Seven Dials. Both alike bared 
their heads to the temp?st, as all that 
was mortal of their beloved queen 
pass=d,onits way to its last resting 
place on earth, scalding tears and silent 
reverence bearing elcqueat testimony 
to the lasting faith and enduring love 
which survived the shock of an earthly 
death when the grave was swallowed 
up in victory. When Victoria eame to 
her inheritance of Great Britain's 
crown it wms an age of immense possi- 
bilities. 
At the discoveries wrung 


from nature's bosom one seems lost in 
trying to contemplate the possibilities 
of eternity. 


The first character that meets us at 


the threshold is a young girl scarcely 
nineteen years of age, of no experience 
with the outside world, a close prisoner 
from her birth, called on to take a place 
imperial and wield the scepter over 
one hundred millions of the human 
race. At her command thousands go 
into battle and ofier their lives, their 
hopes, their homes for a little cross that 
bears the impress of her name. Wher- 
ever Britain's honor is assailed yon will 
find them fighting, from the burning 
equator to the frozen pole. 
Her fleets 


cover the sea, her merchant princes sup- 
ply the wants of humanity in other and 
distant lands. What mystic power is 
this that brings the most learned 
scholars of the age to the foot of her 
throne to declare their allegiance 
and guarantee their faith ? The great- to down : 
est heroes that the world has ever Davery. 
seen felt honored by the touch of her 
hand, for which they were willing to 
face death in any form. After long 
years of service the Master has called 
his servant home. All that is left is 
the memory of a glorious and unequal- 
ed life and the temple of perishable 
clay which we reverently take and lay 
back on the breast of its mother, there 
to rest till the archangel's call shall 
awaken it on the judgment day. All 
that reverence, honor, loyalty and 
worship can give was rendered to the 
temple of clay that once held that im- 
mortal soul. 


Dry your eyes, 0, nation ! Hold back 


tbe tribute of your tears ; no room for 
sorrow here, linked with the memory 
of Victoria's life. 
Reverently, then, 


we lay her beside him who shared the 
love of her young life and died the in- 
heritor of her glory; thererest sweetly, 
sleep for evermore, or till the King of 
Kings shall summon thee tothyreward, 
the cross and crown. 


It would be entirely useless for me 


to attempt to describe the glory of the Ecce Homo! 
pageant that assisted in the imperish- 
able consecration of her memory. 
In 


past time its like hath not been seen 
and it is doubtful if the future will 
ever furnish a parallel. 


We turn now from the emblems of 


grief and mourning to the struggle of 
onr everyday toil and labor, 
where 


man meets man in the battle of life 
which knows no rest. The fierce eon- 
test for wealth which man meets every- 
where on the busy marts, where life is 
sacrificed in the fierce pursuit for sil- 
ver and gold; no danger can appal it, 
no suffering turn it back, it is there, 
to do or die. The combination of cap- 
ital points to 
imperial power and 


renews the ancient condition of mas- 
ter and slave. The result is not doubt- 
ful, the master wields the power and 
the slave gives implicit obedience 
The combination has been forced upon 
capital by the demand of one class of 
labor seeking to control all other 
classes, and the party which lends 
itself to the consideration of one party 
to hold supreme control over the 
actions and rights of all other parties 
deserves ppMtical crucifixion for such 
an infamous demand that should no 
longer exist in a well ordered republic. 
As a test question when trying to 
formulate a course for the adoption of 
labor unions one is asked, ."Are you 
in favor of union labor?" 
The reply 


should be, "Yes, I am in favor of all 
labor, and if union labor is honest, I 
»m in favor of that" 
Capital is 


always timid and holds in its hands 
the 
means 
of securing its 
safe- 


ty. 
Where 
tbe 
demand of union 


labor is enforced by assault and mur- 
der, tbe tearing up of railroads and 
the destroying of life, then it places 
itself in the light of an outlaw, and is 
deserving of an outlaw's punishment. 


Here in New York we have all the 


elements of revolution. 
There are 


districts in this city through which 
Tou*k could travel for hours without 
hearing a word of English, but in this 
section tbe distinctions are marked 
The Russians keep by themselves; thi 
same might be said of the Italians, 
Hnnssrians, Czeeks and Poles^ yet

ciated Press. Great b'g black-beardi d 
rtilliaus, whoso f«ccb looked as i( they 
had uol seen Boap and water for a 
century, rushed up to each other, 
threw their arms around each other's 
necks and commenced a. kissing fete 
that would have done honor to a 
Whitechapel wedding. Then came a 
sudden break and each one rushed in 
a different direction, carrying the 
news that a king had been murdered 
Though Paterson c.aimed the assassin, 
there was no doubt that New York 
fired the inspiration.

TOOK CENTURIES TO BUILD. 


Colognr Cutliedrnl IVai. In Proc««» of 


Erection <>:i- 1'eura. 


While the ttrst stone of Cologne ca- 


thedra] was laid on Aug. 15, 1248, and 
thu body of the utlilii '-• wns not opened 
until Aug. 1!>, 1S48. TOO years later to 
the very day, it was out. however, un- 
til Aug. 15, 1SW). that the splendid 
structure was finally reported complet- 
ed, having thus occupied in building 
the record time of exactly C32 years. 


The castle of Kingsgonerg. which 


stands at Hie southern extremity of 
Jutlaud. took 20-1 years from the laying 
of the foundation stone to the rigging 
of its master's banner on Its highest 
flagstaff. Its foundation stone was the 
skull of its builders bitterest enemy. 
Three months after its laying/Count 
Jhorsing. the builder of the castle, was 
killed. His son was then in swaddlin 
clothes. 
He- did not continue his fa- 


ther's worlrtmtil aged 24. 


On his twenty-fifth birthday he was 


thrown into prison by the son of the 
man whose skull lay in the earth of 
Kingsgoberg's foundation stone. 
In 


this manner master after master of 
Kingsgoberg was stopped putting an- 
other stoue toward the completion of 
the founder's work till civilization in- 
tervened. 


Restormel castle, in Cornwall, took 


90 years to build, ot which period ex- 
actly oue-thinl was occupied in exca- 
vating the foundations. The solid rock 
upon which it stands is almost as hard 
as iron. Indeed Restormel means in 
Cornish "the palace of the iron rock." 


Milan cathedral was begun in 13SO 


and finished under Napoleon in 1SOD, 
419 years. 


The Dnomo. at Florence, was com- 


menced by Arnulfo in the year 1294, 
the last block of marble being placed 
in pobition in thu facade in presence of 
the kins on May 12, 1SS7, a period of 
593 years.—Stray Stories.

Rod Must Be Iron, \Vlth n 


lU-llhot Tip. 


"When nil other methods of control- 


ling wild beasts fail the keeper has only 
to employ an irou rod. which has been 
made rudhot at one end," said an old 
circus man to a Star reporter recenlly. 
"Lions and tigers," he continued, "will 
cringe before the heated poker, and no 
matter how lestless and fretful they 
may have been the bight of the glow- 
ing iron immediately brings tliom to 
their best of nniniiil senses. It has au 
almost 
hypnotic influence over the 


beasts. 
I have seldom heard of an 


animal being lmrue-1 iu this manner, 
however, so there is nothing cruel in 
the treatment. It woulil not do for the 
keeper to burn the charges under his 
care, for the scars wonlil mar the 
animal for exhibition purposes. 
The 


hot iron is a terror, just the same, 
and under its persuasion the kings of 
the jungle are docMle and ready to do 
what is wanted of them. 


"In circus meiingcrios the animnls 


often become almost unmanageable 
This is true of the younger specimens, 
who do not like the idea of being so 
closely boused, so much hnnled about 
and so often cut oEf from the light of 
the outside world. 
When it becomes 


necessary to give their cages a thor 
ough and sanitary cleaning, one attend 
ant holds the benst In a corner by 
means of the redhot iron, while nn 
other thoroughly cleanses the remain 
ing portion of the cage, the work being 
accomplished by brooms and mops 
from 
the outside.. 
In chnnging the 


wilder animals from the cages em 
ployed on the road to the larger ami 
more commodious quarters at the win- 
ter station, what we call a strong box 
Is used.

It cannot be sold. It cannot be 


given away. It Is doubtful if It could 
be left by will. 


The right of every mnn to be ti feet 


high and of every woman to be t> feet 4 
was regarded as self evident until wo- 
men asserted their undoubted right to 
be C feet high also, when some confu- 
sion was introduced into this interpre- 
tation of tills rhetorical fragment of 
the eighteenth century. 


But the inalienable right to the pur- 


suit of happiness has never been ques- 
tioned since it was proclaimed as a 
new gospel fcr the new world. 
The 


American people accepted it with en- 
thusiasm, as if it had been the discov- 
ery of a gold prospector, and started 
out it) the pursuit as if the devil were 
after them. 


If the proclamation had been that 


happiness is a common right of the 
race, alienable or otherwise: that ail 
men are or may be happy, history and 
tradition might have interfered to raise 
a doubt whether even the new form of 
government could so change the ethical 
condition. 
But the right to make a 


pursuit of happiness given in a funda- 
mental bill of rights had quite a differ- 
ent aspect. Men had been engaged in 
many pursuits, most of them disas- 
trous, some of them highly commenda- 
ble. 
A sect in (lalilee had set up the 


pursuit of righteousness as the only or 
the highest object of man's immortal 
powers. The rewards of it. however, 
were not always Immediate. IIwe was 
a political sanction of n pursuit that 
eteryhody acknowledged to be of a 
good thing.
